Interlock  Media  Associates,  a  Boston 
area  radio  production  firm,  is  producing  a  series  titled  "VIETNAM:  Radio  First  Termer."  The 
four-part  series  is  being  broadcast  over  National  Public  Radio  and  some  other  networks  outside 
the  USA.  A*C*E  received  a  letter  direct  from  the  program's  Associate  Producer,  Robert  S. 
Dleterich,  requesting  our  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  these  programs.  (I  hope  that  Bill  Martin 
will  be  able  to  find  room  elsewhere  in  this  month's  bulletin  to  reprint  this  letter). 

As  Mr.  Dieterich  points  out  in  his  letter,  the  series  focuses  on  the  use  of  radio  during  the  Vietnam 
war,  with  special  attention  to  clandestine  radio  activity.  The  first  segment  of  these  programs 
was  broadcast  over  National  Public  Radio's  "All  Thingfs  Considered"  daily  news  program  in 
conjunction  with  Veterans  Day.  Well-known  Florida  DX-er  Bob  Wilkner  told  me  that  he  managed 
to  tape  this  broadcast,  which  included  a  lengthy  segment  on  pirate/clandestine  stations  that 
were  targeted  to  Vietnam  during  the  war. 

The  final  broadcast  In  this  series  will  focus  on  currently  active  clandestine  stations  throughout 
the  world,  especially  those  in  Latin  America,  the  Middle  East,  and  Africa.  I  spoke  with  Robert 
Dieterich,  and  he  has  asked  for  our  help.  He  is  particularly  interested  in  good-quality  tapes  of 
clandestine  stations,  and  he  hopes  to  receive  some  from  DX-ers  that  can  be  used  as  part  of  the 
program.  I'm  going  to  send  him  a  sample,  but  I  am  sure  that  he  would  very  much  appreciate  some 
topes  from  other  A*C*E  members. 

If  you  are  able  to  assist  Mr.  Dieterich,  feel  free  to  contact  him  VIA  Interlock  Media  Associates, 
Post  Office  Box  619,  Harvard  Square  Station,  Cambridge,  Massachusetts  02238.  If  you  want  to 
caU  him,  their  telephone  number  is  (617)  491-3111.  This  is  an  exceUent  opportunity  for  A*C*E 
members  to  contribute  useful  material  to  a  radio  documentary  on  clandestine  stations  that  will 
receive  nationwide  and  worldwide  exposure.  Be  sure  and  tell  them  that  A*C*E  sent  you! 

Ill  try  and  get  information  on  the  date  that  this  program  will  be  broadcast,  so  that  we  can  print 
that  data  in  the  column  in  time  for  you  to  catch  it  on  your  local  station. 

ULIS  FLEMING  ON  LA  VOZ  DEL  CID 

Once  again  this  month,  Ulis  Fleming  of  Maryland  sends  us  some  valuable  information  on  the  recent 
operating  habits  of  La  Voz  del  CID.  Ulis  reports  that  on  November  15  at  about  0200  UTC,  CID 
carried  what  was  an  apparently  live  broadcast  relay  of  the  Cuba  Independiente  y  Democratica 
convention  from  San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico  on  9940  KHz.  On  the  convention  agenda  was  a  live  speech 
by  the  CID  leader  Huber  Matos.  Ulis  says  that  Matos'  remarks  were  typical  CID  fare,  with  vigorous 
anti-Castro  denunciations,  attacks  on  Cuban  involvement  in  Angola,  and  so  forth.  Ulis  suspects 
that  the  other  CID  frequencies  (e.g.  11635  KHz  and  the  11700  KHz  Radio  Clarin  relay  from  the 
Dominican  Republic)  may  carry  tapes  of  this  two  hour  Matos  speech  in  the  future. 

Ulis  has  another  interesting  personal  observation  from  his  recent  trip  to  Puerto  Rico.  He  spotted 
a  CID  bumper  sticker  on  a  Mercedes  in  San  Juan!  Apparently  there  is  some  support  for  the  CID 
organization  among  the  Cuban  community  In  Puerto  Rico.  I  know  from  my  own  trips  in  the  past 
to  Trinidad,  Barbados,  and  Puerto  Rico  that  various  CID  frequencies  put  out  audible  signals  in 
the  eastern  Caribbean  region. 


Ulis  also  notes  that  CID's  frequency  usage  for  their  main  program  has  been  erratic  of  late.  The 
6305V  KHz  channel  has  been  inactive  at  times.  For  a  while  it  came  on  between  0700  and  0800 
UTC  as  the  alternate  frequency  to  the  9940  KHz  CID  main  program.  The  morning  49  meter 
frequency  seems  to  be  unused  of  late.  I  can  confirm  that  on  November  21,  9940  was  on  virtually 
for  24  hours,  with  6305  apparently  not  in  use. 

Since  I  am  a  long-suffering  fan  of  the  Cleveland  Indians,  I  will  also  mention  one  other  CID 
programming  note  that  Ulis  sent  in.  One  of  their  taped  anti-Castro  sketches  is  a  mock  baseball 
game.  One  team,  the  evil  communists,  is  managed  by  Fidel  Castro.  Fidel  has  installed  Daniel 
Ortega  on  the  mound  for  this  game  against  the  pro-democratic  team.  This  opposition  squad, 
managed  by  Ronald  Reagan,  has  President  Duarte  of  El  Salvador  as  their  pitcher.  The  sketch 
only  runs  for  a  few  minutes,  with  bat  and  ball  sound  effects.  However,  during  this  brief  period, 
it  is  clear  that  Castro  had  better  get  somebody  warmed  up  in  the  bullpen,  because  Ortega  gets 
hit  pretty  hard.

The  phony  Max  Headroom  at  ht  appeared  on 
televiaion'  Sunday  night.

Federal  Communications  Commisiiion  officiulN  are 
seeking  to  unmask  a  phony  Max  Headroom. 

A  video  pirate  disguised  aa  the  high*tech  lelevui.ion 
character  illegally  invaded  TV  airwaves  Sunday  night 
to  interrupt  briefly  programming  at  WGN-ChannrI  9 
and  W  ri  W-Channel  11. 

At  the  end  of  the  l-minute-28-second  interruption  of 
"Dr.  Who"  on  Channel  11,  the  Headroom  character 
appeared  to  have  his  pants  down  while  being  spanked 
with  a  fly  swatter  or  spatula. 

FCC  offlcials  are  seeking  the  person  behind  the 
Headroom  mask.  If  caught,  that  person  and  any  others 
involved  could  face  up  to  1100,000  in  Tines  and  a  yeur 
in  jail.  Mid  FCC  spokeswoman  Christine  Jelinek. 

Additional  feder^  obscenity  charges  could  aU>  lie 
brought  by  the  U.S.  attorney's  office.  Jelinek  .'vaid. 

The  ABC  "Max  Headroom"  series  has  been  canceltsi 

The  first  interruption  came  during  Bears  highlighu 
on  the  9  p.ro.  newscast  of  Channel  9.  The  intruding 
broadcast,  which  appeared  only  in  the  Chicago  .irea, 
showed  the  Headroom  character  rocking  back  and 
forth  with  hands  held  in  the  air.  It  played  f<ir  2-5 
seconds  until  WGN  workers  changed  troiismis>ion 
paths. 

That  Mme  25  seconds  apparently  aired  un  Ch.snnel 
11  and  continued  for  about  a  minute  longer  "It  was 
not  broadcast  quality,"  Mid  Anders  Yocom.  WITW 
vice  president  of  corporau-  Ammunication.^.  and  the 
character  "was  uttering  words  and  phrases  almiisi 
impossible  to  understand." 

Yocom  Mid  changes  have  been  made  at  the  siation 
that  are  designed  to  frustrate  interruptions. 

"It  was  exactly  the  Mme  video  shown  on  laiih 
sUtions,  but  on  Channel  9  it  ended  after  about  J.'i 
seconds,"  Mid  Bill  Baxman.  38.  of  Des  Flaines.  who 
was  watching  each  channel  when  the  interruptions 
occurred. 

Baxman  said  the  Headroom  character  appiari'd  in 
front  of  a  "zigzoggv  background  of  stripes.  . .  I  was 
watching  ‘Dr.  Who*  when  all  of  a  sudden  it  c.iine  on 
again. 

"I  thought  it  was.  you  know,  a  little  cute  lor  the 
lime,  but  when  you  think  about  it,  it's  not  that  «.uie. 

. .  .  They  could  be  interrupting  something  extrunelv 
important." 

FCC  spokesman  Jelinek  said  much  of  the  sound  on 
recordings  of  the  incidenu  is  incoherent.  Jelinek  ex¬ 
plained  that  the  FCC  uses  niunituring  equipiiieiit  to 
trace  such  illegal  broadcasts,  but  it  generally  retpiin-s 
an  interruption  of  several  minutes.  The  monitoring,, 
however,  is  done  only  randomly.
